London, Jan . 215.— The plenipotentia­ 
ries 
of the 
Balkan

pleased over the decision of the grand 
council at Constantinople to accept 
the advice of the powers. 
W h ile it had become increasingly 
certain that the Turkish elder states­ 
men were prepared to face the bitter 
fate that ends the em pire’s history as 
a European nation it was hardly ex­ 
pected that they would register their 
decision so quickly and so definitely. 
This 
Is so 
unlike the 
customary 
Turkish tactics that 3ome suspicion is 
entertained, without supporting proof, 
that Turkey might still have cards up 
her sleeve. 
The porte’s reply to the joint note 
of the powers w ill be handed to the 
ambassadors and 
the remainder of 
tho negotiations leading to the sign­ 
ing of the peace treaty are expected 
to be an anti-elimax. 
One crucial point of difference re­ 
mains to be settled in the question of 
indemnity. 
The allies prepose to levy 
a heavy payment upon the defeated 
nation. 
They ¡»i>eak of 1200,000,000 as 
an adequate sum. 
Their minimum is 
an amount equal to the Turkish debts 
attached to the territories which they 
w ill annex under the treaty 


Tu rk e y H opelessly Bankrupt. 


The Turks are likely to contest the 
indemnity strongly and tno bankrupt 
condition of their country furnishes 
them with a potent argument for an 
appeal to the powers. 
The negotia­ 
tions over the settlement of minor 
questions and for the taking over of 
the conquered provinces w’ill occupy a 
considerable time and it w ill he some 
weeks before the treaty is signed. 
M. Novakoviteh, the fo-mer premier 
of Servia, said: 
“ The Turks seem finally to have re­ 
covered the faculty of reasoning, but 
why today instead of six weeks ago.

New York. Jan. 23.— vViluam E llis 
Corey, former president of tne United 
States Steel corporation, a witness in 
the federal suit to dissolve the cor­ 
poration under the Sherman anti trust 
law, furni-hed the government with 
the first testimony it ha* been able 
to obtain in support of its allegation 
that the corporation participated in 
an international rail pool. 
Mr. Corej followed Theodore Roose­ 
velt on the stand after the colonel 
had repeated his testimony given be­ 
fore the 
Stanley steel 
investigating 
committee concerning the acquisition 
of the Tennessee Coal and Iron com« 
pany by the corporation during the 
panic of 1907.

"There is a mean wind which blows 
down across Lake Hat tin from the 
northwest.

As it Is, 
the wind may whip the waters of Lake 
Gatun into a foam, but Instead of pil­ 
ing up on the dam and into the locks 
the waters will be driven through the 
arches to the opposite side of the lake.
